Mewajre to Council Advocates
Commission of Architects to Ex-

amine All Public Buildings
and Keport Needed Repairs.

Under tho recently adopted Charter
amendment the city is nuthori7cd to submit
to the voters at any time a proportion to
increase the municipal bonded indebtedness
for imhlir work of .i perm incnt clnmcter.

Major Vl'elis is clvlng this matter c!oe
nttcnlion. with the objtct of dcIing some
method for orescntinp; it intcll!qentl to the
citizens and ohtninlnc; their verdict at a
eomptmtnely etrly d.ito. He is of the
orli.Ion th.i! the proposition should be plain
ly Mated, in a thorough and impartial man-n-c

so that ever one m.iy understand It.
The Major is inclined ton.ird the appoint-

ment of a lommitsion of architects to ex-
amine iI public buildlncs and report on the
Improenents needed and their cost. His
rrLssa-- e to the Council jesterday. advocat-
ing such a step, is exrectcd to bear fru-
ition shortly.

Plans and reports relative to nccessary
sev-c-r work will b submitted by the Sewer
Ocpufmc'it and the Board of Public Im
plements, while the prosecution of boule-
vard and park 'i.stem improvements may
bo intrusted to a commission similar to the
King's Highnaj Commission.

As the St. Iju!s Chapter of the American
Institute of Architects volunteered n jcararo to lend its efforts to the Xew St. Louis
movement, and as the Civic Improvement
I.ejguc. which is ndvocating the appoint-
ment of a permanent pirk ard boulevard
commission, aided the King's hlghw ay proj-
ect, tho city will likely have no difficulty Inobtaining expert technical advice.

DELAY IX ELECTION--.
A special election on a bond-issu- e propo-

sition can scarcely be held in less than five
months urder an;- - circumstances, as 'hostrict provisions of the new election lawwill necessitate delay, owing to routine

in prepariig for an election.Major Wells thinks it might be. well to
have the proposed commissions
at once, make their Investigations nhd sub-
mit the.r repcrts and recommendations asson as possible. Rt le f1 nnosei t0 be-
lieve that It might he better liot to besin
the improvements until after the close ofthe Exposition, when the cost of labor and
materials would be reduced ard when the
work could bo carried to ccmp'etlon with-
out Interruption. However, he has not
reached an ultlmpte conclusion to this

fcr the reason that additions to puMic
buildings are reallj nccescarj- - and he is notsure thit delay in proceeding should le
countenanced.

"The princlpj difficulty that I see " said
the Major, "lies in developing some plan for
presenting the proposition to the citizens ina manner that would make it clear. "We
must show what work Is necessary, why it
is nccessarj, how It should be done, how
much it would cost.

"The contemplated improvements may be
divided into three classes, sewer work,

and alterations to public buildings,
plans for and the construction of boule-
vards. We know what sewer work is needed.
The plans are prepared; the estimates are
at hand. The Sewer Department is so or-
ganized that we do not to look out-
side fcr suggestions. Wo know. too. that
the public buildings aro in sorry condi-
tion, and that, unless plans and sjstem are
arranged, tho proroscd boulevard improve-
ments may fall of realization, or be made
without recourse to sjstem.

"I have come to no definite decision a3jot as to what course we shall pursue In
regard to building and boulevard projects.
However. I think the taxpajers would pre-
fer to have the advice and ldea3 of ratable,
cvptrt tcchnicista. It would be a gtHft plan
to have a permanent park and boulevard
commission like the Kirg's Highway Com-
mission. The report of that commission
was admirable, and offers valuable sugges-
tions. If a cermanent commission were ap-
pointed the recommendations of the original
commission. could be fulnilcd faster and
more satisfactory.

COMMISSION" OF ARCHITECTS.
"Wo should have a comprehensive report

on the condition of public buildings, stat-
ing what improvements are necessary and
what they would cost. I believe that we
could do no better tnan to institute a com-
mission of architects for this purpose. Then
the subject would be treated fully and well.

"There is still another question that con-
cerns mo verj- - much. Would It be better,
presuming that the voters sanction the

to bogln the work as boon as
possible? Or would It be better to postpone
operations until after the close of tho
World's "air? We should arrange as soon
as possible for the issuance of bonds, with
the consent of the voters. But. might It
not be better to begin the actual work after
the Exposition?

"By waiting we might put up the build-
ings at less cost and maintain a. balance in
cmplu) menl. Both the cost of material and
labor may be reduced after the close of the
Exposition, and we might experience less
dlfUcultj in getting mechanics. On the other
hand enlargements and repairs to public
buildings are absolutely necessary. It Is
only a matter of months when the proposed
Improvements will become imperative.
There, in its entirety. Is the problem that
we must consider.

"So far I have arrived at no final con-
clusion concerning this sub-
ject. I mention these points merelj- - to

that the problem requires c'ose study.
Sentiment one thing, business another. I
am considering the question in all its
phases, and hope to devise some method of
presenting it to the citizens In a plain and
ILorough manner."

Country Considers Itself Entitled
to Money Indemnity, but May

Waive That in .Considera-
tion of Iiilliientes.

Colon. Colombia July IT. The text of
Prcident Mirroqtiin's message submitted n
the Cclombiin Congress Ins been r""eived
here. The part referring to the Panama
Canal saia:

"There are two alternatives before the
Government. Firstly, the curtailment o' Co-
lombian In consideration of cer-
tain peeunlarj cs. and. secondly,
to rigorously maintain sovereignty and de-
mand peremptorily the mnnej Indemnity to
which we consider ourselves entitled.

"In the first case the v ish-- s of the in-
habitants of the Department of Pinami will
be but the Government mi be
afterwards accused of falling to defend the
sovereignty of the countrj and of sacri-
ficing the interests of the nation.

"In the second case, if the canal is not
built via the Panama route, the Govern-
ment will be accused of falling to obtain
tlie wealth of which tho canal mny be

as the beginning, and may be the
sole condition of our future aggrandize
ment.

"I have already made known ray wish
that an intcroccamc canal should be opened
through our lerritorj-- .

"I think evn at ccst and sacrifice we
should not place obstacles in the way ot
such a grand enterprise, because it would
eurely result in a gigantic material Improve-
ment of our country, also because, once the
canal is opened, we will expand and draw
cl2scrJn cur relations to North America,whereby m.r industries, commerce andwealth would be greatlv benefited.

"Ilappilj-- for me. the immense responsi-bility of deciding the question rests upon
Congress, which must deflmtelv approve ordisapprove the treaty proposed by theLnlted States Government "

With the $23 draft
that came to Mr. Goodson wns) the follow-
ing note:

"Some years ago I took from you an
amount of morey that I do not now exactly
remember. It was a theft. The inclosed
draft will reimburse vou."

Thtvre was no name. The letter came
from Ohio. The others received almost
ldentlcallv the same sort of notes, and
the handwriting was the same in each.
None of the recipients is disposed to quar-
rel with fortune by investigating the mys-tcrj- ".

in tho possession of the Monte de Pledad.
The War Department is investigating the
matter, and the sufferers or, their heirs
maj" now receive their portion. It Is esti-

mated that the deposit should now amount,
with interest, to KJO.CiO pe-o- s.

On October 6. 1S53, the subscription
amounted to $409,620.06 gold, and a commit-t- e,

composed of Archbishops and other
officials of Manila, was appointed on distri-
bution. In spite of the etigencj" the com-
mittee allowed seven jears to elapse before
even appraising the losses

Meanwhile hundreds of survivors had
died. It then allowed $363,703 50 in elaims.

be reduced by approximate- - 5,00) men.
Acting upon the recommendation of General
Davis, tho commanding General of the
Philippines, the Secretarj" of War has di-

rected that sk regiment", threo of Infnntrj"
and three of caialrj-- . shall be withdrawn
and brought home as scion as it is practi-
cable to do so.

Not long ago General Davis Informed the
War Department that there was no longer
any necessity for maintaining the present
largo force In the Islands, as It is possible
to reduce the number of soldiers at some
of the posts and to dlspnsc with some of
the garrisons altogether. Secretarj' Root
has accepted the Judgment of General Da-

vis nnd accordingly decided to bring homo
seme of the troops.

The withdrawals will be commenced as
scon as the transports are available for the
seivlce. It will probably be several months
before all of the six regiments reach Frisco,
as somo of them are In remote parts of the
Islands ard their movements will necessa-
rily be somewhat slow.

In the withdrawal of soldiers preference
will be given to those who have been long-
est In the service In the inlands.
